THE “SPREAD” WIDENS 


In the eight months ending with Aug- 
ust, Canadian imports from the United 
States showed an increase of $67,000,000, 
while Canadian exports to the United 
States showed a decrease of $35,000,000. 
An increase of $102,000,000 in eight 
months in the adverse balance of trade 
against Canada is pretty strong proof 
that it is at Ottawa, not at Washington, 
that the tariff question needs attention. 


WHAT COMES OF IT? 


Fire prevention week is past, but not 
the need nor the opportunity to practice 
the moral that it was intended to impress. 
The fire menace is ever and everywhere 
present, and the only preventive measure 
that will keep it down to the minimum is 


eternal vigilance on the part of the 

general public. ; 
The record of fire losses does not 

suggest that the observance of fire 


prevention week in past years has done 
very much to make the people of Canada 
more careful — or less careless — about 
safeguarding their lives and property. 
Rather the inference is that when the 
observance has ended the interest in the 
subject has waned, and we have carried 
on with about the same disregard to 
onsequences, 
The per capita loss from fire in 
lberta last year was more than five 
lollars —- twenty-five dollars per family. 
vhat is a heavy tax, and there is little 
wrobability that it will be found to be 
lighter this year. Whether it is to be 
lighter next year will depend largely upon 
the extent to which the preaching of the 
past week is to be carried into practice 
during the coming weeks. 


Canada’s export wheat last year 
brought ‘n about $470,000,000, If the crop 
of the present season were sold at present 
prices it would bring about $298,000,000, 
That sufficiently explains why growers 
and dealers are holding wheat for higher 
prices. It explains also why everybody 
should hope that they get the higher 
prices. A drop of $170,000,000 in the 
volume of wheat money would mean hard- 
ship for an army of growers. But it 
would also slow up the currents of trade 
in every prairie centre, and the wheels in 
eastern factories which market their pro- 
ducts largely in the western provinces. 

The wheat that is being held is the 
property of the growers and dealers who 
produced it or have bought it. If the 
price goes up the Jumbermen and fruit- 
growers in British Columbia, the fishing 
interests of the maritime provinces, and 
the manufacturing towns of Ontario and 
Quebee will share the increased purchas- 
ing power of the prairie farmer, along 
wiih the residents of every prairie city 
and town whose welfare depends upon his 
success. Holding wheat is speculating. 
But in this case the speculating js being 
done on benevolent lines. Tails, the grow- 
er will stand the direct loss; heads, every- 
body will share his winnings. 


THE BUSINESS MAN’S CHANCE 


If Edmonton is to keep pace with other 
western centres, and realize on the ad- 
vantages of its location, it will require in 
the city council next year, and in follow- 
ing years, the most capable and experi- 
enced business men who can be induced 
to give their time to the service of the 
community. It is not enough for any city, 
particularly for a city situated as Edmon- 
ton is, that its council should be com- 
posed of honorable men and “good mix- 
ers’. These qualities are desirable, but 
they cannot accomplish much unless there 
is associated with them the foresight and 
training which make for success in prac- 
tical undertakings. The progress that 
Edmonton can make must depend in large 
measure upon the ability of the city 
council to see where and how progress 
can be made, and to give leadership and 
direction to the community effort. 

It is a standing tradition in Great Bri- 
tain that a man who has been successful 
in business, and is therefore able to spare 
the time, owes it to his fellow-citizens to 
offer them his services on the city or town 
council should these be desired, The good 
government which prevails in cities in the 
old lands is credited largely to the fact 
that they thus have year after year the 

\ benefit of having their affairs directed by 


ne a 


man who have learned to do business by 
doing it. Edmonton would profit if that 
rule were more widely recognized here. A 
position in the council of Edmonton offers 
an opportunity for solid service to his 
home town which may well appeal to a 
public-spirited man who can bring to that 
position the skill and judgment gained in 
the carrying on of an industrial or com- 
mercial enterprise, It is to be hoped that 


such men will be found among the candi- 
dates for council a couple of months 
hence.

High Schools In 1890 


By GLENN FRANK 


In its research Bulletin for September, the Nation- 
al Educational Association presents a sweeping and 
searching study of the High Schools, in terms of the 
obvious fact that during the last forty,years the 
world and life for which the’ High Schools are sup- 

’ posed to train have been pro- 
foundly changed, Today and to- 
morrow I want to present the 
summary of the differences be- 
tween the High Schools of 1890 
and the High Schools of 1929 as 
suggested by this research, 

High Schools of 1890 were 
marked by the following facts; 

They were attended by the in- 
tellectual and social elite, by 
students with similar social back- 
grounds, sons and daughters of 
parents in a preferred social, 


Gleno Frank 
economic and vocational position, 


They set out primarily to select pupils with 
superior capacity and background, and to prepare 
them for cultural, social, economic and political lead- 
ership by putting them through the paces of a tra- 
ditional academic curriculum, 

They were seldom found in the larger centres of 
population. In the United States, for ‘stance, there 
wree, in 1890, only 4,158 secondary schools in opera- 
tion; 2,526 were public and 1,632 private. 

Of all the boys and girls attending elementary 
and secondary schools in the United States in 1890, 
onl 1.6 per cent of them were in the High Schools, 

Tn 1890 education in the United States was fol- 
lowing what was known as the 8-4-4 plan, which 
meant giving eight years to the grades of the cle- 
mentary schools, then going directly into four years 
in the High Schools, and then into the four years in 
the colleges. ‘There was a quite sharp break in what 
was taught and how it was taught between the 
elghth and ninth years, Many students were weeded 
out during the ninth year, 

The High Schools of 1890 offered a single curric- 
ulum which was organized in the light of the logical 
nature of the subject matter, and the memorizing of 
this subject matter was considered more or less an 
end in itself 

The High Schools of 1890 were operated to the 
end that the students might soak up the standard- 
ized information in the text books. They were dom- 
inated by a traditionally scholastic ideal, The student 
had to adjust himself to the subject matter, whether 
it was particularly adapted to his needs and nature or 
not. 

The High Schools of 1890 were considered success- 
ful if they eliminated all but the intellectually olltge 
and prepared the elect few to go on to colleges and 
universities, there to make “good grades” and win 
scholastic honors,

THE USE OF BRAN 

In recent years many people have taken to the eating of bran in an 
effort to overcome constipation and all of its attendant ills, It is true that 
the ordinary American diet does not contain enough fibrous material to stim- 
ulate the bowels, but these average soft diets can be easily improved through 
the use of increased amounts of fruits and vegetables 
without resorting to the eating of large amounts of 
bran, 

Those who insist on living on the common mixed 
diet are forced to use as much as eight ounces of bran 
daily in order to get any satisfactory result, A teaspoon 
or even a tablespoon of bran at each meal ts not suf- 
ficient to make any appreciable effect, upon the ordin- 
ary constipated, lumpy bowel contents, 

There is practically no constipation without colitis. 
“his word “colitis” simply means “colon-itis” or colon 
inflammation, ‘The ordinary bran, if used in large 
quantities to overcome constipation, must always have 
the effect of further irritating the inflamed mucous membrane and although 
some good is achieved through irritating the intestines to the point of in- 
creased peristalsis, yet 1t seers to me that this good effect t more than 
counteracted by the injurious form the irritation produced. 


There are many breakfast foods on? 
the market, the manufacturers of 
which claim for them a high bran 
content, Most of these are toasted, 
and also have molasses or sugar add- 
ed to improve the flavor, This toast- 
ing will, in most cases, make the par- 
ticles of spicate more brittle and there- 
fore less irritating, but, at the same 
time, the carbohydrates of the bran 
are dextrinized, and dextrinized foods 
are undoubtedly constipating. Break- 
fast foods prepared in this manner 
are not likely to produce the effect 
desired in attempting to overcome 
constipation, 

Those who do use the plain, cleaned 
bran must always remember that a 
large amount of water should be used 
at the same time and for an hour or 
so following the meal where the bran 
is used, Otherwise there ts liable to 
be a seylous impaction of bran in the 
colon. Many cases have been noted 
where a complete obstruction of the 
bowel has taken place, from the bran 
being too dry and having collected in 
some kink in the colon, the kink hayv- 
ing originally been due to spactic ‘oll- 
tis and contraction due to chronic ir- 
ritation, 

One of the best ways to use bran Is 
to cook it along with some other kind 
of breakfast food, as the cooking has 
a softening effect upon the cellulose, 
Common bran 1s nearly one-fifth 
cellulose, and in addition contains 
one hundred and nineteen grains of 
potash to the pound, 

‘To those who are contemplating the 
use of bran in overcoming constipa-

tion, I would especially recommend 
that they first try using bread or muf- 
fins made from finely ground entire 
whole wheat flour, ‘This contains all 
the bran necessary, in a finely pul- 
veried form, providing cellulose ‘ulk, 
with practically no irritating effect.

WITH BOW-DRILL 

My spirits soared when I saw the 
limp form of my first game; it meant 
food and, to a certain extent, cloth- 
ing. It promises success, although @ 
person cannot sustain himself inde- 
finitely on rabbits; they are too lean, 
Extricating him from the moose- 
hide snare, which had been carefully 
blacken with charcoal to keep him 
from eating it—or even seeing it-—I 
brought him to the shelter, skinned 
him, stretched the skin, and set my- 
selt the task which ended in failure 
a few days ago-—the making of a fire 
with the bow-drill, 

‘Two reasons contributed to the first 
failure; I had @ grooved rock which 
did not hold the upper end of the 


| spindle firmly and at the same time 


generated @ lot of friction, Since 
that time, however, I have had a more 
efficient hand socket from a piece o1 
the deer horn. Secondly, 1 was des- 
perately hungry, not having eaten in 
more than two days, The outcome, 
therefore, must be suecessful—and it 


was, In thirty seconds I had created 
spirals of smoke, and in less than 
three minutes of frenzied sawing 


back and forth on the drill—fire, The 
rabbit was cooked, rotissesie fashion, 
in exactly fifteen minutes, and eaten 
in upproximately the same time 
While the pangs of hunger urged me 
to “wolf” the little animal, half- 
cooked, the knowledge that my stom- 
ach, after two days’ abstention from 
food, might be radely shocked and 
my digestive tract upset, led me to 
cook the rabbit completely and eat 
moderately, There was no disturb- 
ance,

My first meal tn the wilderness 
would have tasted better, of course, 
had my wife's chicken a la Maryland 
recipe been used, But she was a 
thousand miles to the southward—in 
New York City—and I didn't have 
the ingredients. It would have tasted 
better even with salt, but I had none, 
T must admit, however, that the lack 
of salt was not a serious deprivation; 
it 1s merely one of the things I miss 
here in the woods, 

Perhaps the one thing I miss most 
of all (except my family and friends, 
of course) is something whieh prehis- 
toric man never had, No, not radio; 
toothpaste! At that, my privately 
manufactured tooth-powder — char 
coul—in infinitely superior to some of 
the tlooth-pasies I have tried,

could make fish-hooks of the deer 
antlers, make needles of bone

Rained Heavily 

Speaking of the elements reminds me 
that, an hour after I had eaten my 
rabbit, at sunset on the 27th, it began 
to rain, And it rained, almost contin- 
uously all that night and until 4 p.m 
the following day. My hastily erected 
shelter was not built for such a deluge; 
from the weather (it seldom gets above 
48 degrees in the daytime) 1 anticl- 
pated snow, rather than rain, Conse- 
quently, all day yoptrcay I was hop- 
bing about the jack-pine shelter, en- 
deavoring to keep away from the drops 
that seeped through the moss-chinked 
cracks in the roof, That was one of 
the inconveniences I had in mind when

The day before I heard the 
Cawing of @ single crow; they seldom 
get this far north in Quebec, I am told 
All day long I can hear the wind sigh 
ing through the trees, and birds calling 
to thely mates, Bach breath of air 
brings to me the scent of dry, aro- 
matic sprute needles, My world, which 
had scarcely begun to take on ite 
autumn colors a ‘eek ago, is now # 
riot of russet, soft green, scarlet, dark 
green and pale gold. So far, I have not 
heard a moose bellowing his hoarse 
challenge through Lhe crisp Sepleiber 
night, or thrashing the bushes fiercely 
with his antlers, But that, perhaps, wil’ 
come, Meanwhile, I shall have to be 
satisfied with partridge and rabbit, So 
T must get to work on my bow and ar-

On Monday, Dr, Scott stated that he 
hoped to complete the draft within one 
month, 

Action on the part of the govern- 
ments of Alberta and Baskatchewan to 
thus provide for a pray administration 
was brought to a head as a result of 
the disastrous fire which swept 
through the town of Lloydminster in 
August, after which prominent resi- 
dents sought he co-operation of the 
governments, 

The move, however, is not entirely 
new, As far back as last February, the 
Saskatchewan government wrote to 
Premier J. BE. Brownlee and asked the 
opinion of the Alberta government on 
the question of providing a joint ad- 
ministration, Premier Brownlee replied 
Alberta would be willing to discuss the 
matter at any time, 

Following the fire in August renewed 
efforts were made bv residents to pro- 
vide for this administration
